Owing  to  the  visitation  of  yellow 
fever  with  which  our  Southland 
was  afflicted,  the  opening  of  Tulane 
was  delayed  until  the  29th  of  No- 
vember. The  faculty  deemed  it 
advisable  that,  to  make  up  for  the 
time  lost,  the  working  week  shall 
be  increased  by  the  addition  of 
Saturday,  which  hitherto  has  been 
our  most  cherished  holiday,  being 
free  from  the  restraint  of  the  Sab- 
bath.

Dr.  Phillips'  Lecture. 
By  invitation  of  the  Faculty,  Dr. 
W.  B.  Phillips,  Consulting  Chem- 
ist for  the  Tennessee  Coal  and  Iron 
Co.,  with  head  quarters  in  Birm- 
ingham, Ala  ,  came  down  March 
at,  and  gave  two  very  interesting 
as  well  as  instructive  lectures  to 
the  students  taking  the  Engineer- 
ing and  Chemical  courses. 

On  Monday,  he  gave  a  general 
history  of  thej  manufacture  of  pig- 
iron  in  the  United  States,  and 
comparing  Alabama  with  the  oth 
er  iron  states  and  the  world,  and 
her  rapid  growth  in  this  great  pro- 
duct. She  is  now  manufacturing 
the  raw  material  cheaper  than  any 
country  of  the  world.

"The  By-Products  of  Coal."

to  visit  our  institution  and  tell  us 
so  much  about  this  great  industry 
which  we  know  so  little  of,  and 
which  promises  to  do  so  much  in 
future  years  for  the  .South. 

The  Southern  Inter-Collegiate 
Atliletb-  Association. 

As  is  well  known,  this  Associa- 
tion has  now  been  in  vigorous  ex- 
istence over  three  years,  having 
been  organized  in  Atlanta,  Decem- 
ber, 1S94.  Starting  with  only  five 
colleges,  it  now  has  a  membership 
of  nineteen,  Funnun  University 
(S.  C.)  and  the  University  of 
Tennessee  having  recently  been 
admitted.  The  Association  bids 
fair  to  keep  up  its  onward  march, 
and  it  may  not  be  long  before  ev- 
ery important  college  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  South  will  join  its 
ranks. 

The  purpose  of  the  Association 
is  to  promote  purity  in  college 
athletics  throughout  the  South.  It 
aims  to  do  this  not  by  harsh  and 
overbearing  rules,  but  by  rules  that 
are  recognized  by  every  honest 
sportsman  as  necessary  to  clean 
and  wholesome  sport.  It  is  not  a 
point  against  these  rules  that  they 
are  sometimes  violated  by  colleges 
that  are  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, for  in  nearly  every  case  the 
offenders  have  been  punished. 
Tulane  lost  her  standing  for  nearly 
a  year  through  her  football  cap- 
tain's plavinga  debarred  man,  but 
she  was  finally  restored  to  her  pos- 
ition by  her  manly  conduct  in  the 
matter.  Centre  College  (Ky.), 
which  is  not  even  a  member  of  the 
Association,  has  been  black-listed 
for  over  a  year,  and  not  withstand 
ing  her  loud  lalk,  she  could  n  t  gel 
but  one  college  in  Kentucky  to 
play  football  with  her  last  fall. 
She  had  to  go  north  of  the  Ohio 
River  for  nearly  every  one  of  her 
games.  Besides  these  instance 
among  the  colleges,  a  number  of 
individual  players  have  been  "l  a  il- 
e.l  over  the  coals." 

The  officials  of  the  Association, 
we  are  satisfied,  try  to  discharge 
their  duties  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially. They  are  especially  pro- 
nounced aga  inst  any  kind  of  pro- 
fessionalism. They  think  that  it 
is  wrong  to  bring  a  man  or  men 
into  an  institution  simply  to  play 
on  a  team,  whether  such  are  paid 
for  their  services  or  not.  They  do 
not  represent  the  college,  they  are 
inattentive  as  a  rule  to  their  col- 
lege duties,  and  their  presence  and 
example  in  the  college  body  are 
not  productive  of  good  to  study  or 
athletics.  Of  course  such  men  are 
brought  into  college  as  bona-fkle 
students,  and  unless  professional- 
ism can  be  proved  against  them,  it 
is  difficult  to  prevent  their  playing. 
Fortunately  many  of  the  colleges 
of  the  Association  have  rules,  pass- 
ed by  their  faculties,  which  pro-

W.  IE  Phillips,  Consulting  Chem- 
ist for  the  Tennessee  Coal  and  Iron 
Co.,  with  head  (jmarters  in  l?irm- 
ingham,  Ala.,  came  down  March

As  is  well  known,  this  Associa- 
tion has  now  been  in  vigorous  ex- 
istence over  throe  years,  having 
been  organized  in  Atlanta,  Decem- 
ber, 1S04.  SUirtiug  jv^^^J^^u.' 
colleges,  it  now  lias  a  membership 
of  nineteen,  Furman  University 
(S.  C.)  and  the  University  of 
Tennessee  having  recently  been 
admitted;  The  Association  bids 
fair  to  keep  up  its  onward  march, 
and  it  may  not  he  long  before  ev- 
ery important  college  inlhis  sec- 
tion of  the  South  will  join  its 
ranks. 

The  purpose  of  the  Association 
is  t«i  promote  purity  in  college 
athletics  throughout  the  South.  It 
aims  to  do  this  not  by  harsh  and 
overbearing  rules,  but  by  rules  that 
are  recognized  by  every  honest 
sportsman  as  necessary  to  clean 
and  wholesome  sport.  It  is  not  a 
point  against  these  rules  that  they 
are  sometimes  violated  by  colleges 
that  are  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, for  in  nearly  every  case  the 
offenders  have  beei*  punished. 
Pulane  lost  her  standing  for  nearly 
a  year  through  her  football  cap- 
tain's plavinga  debarred  man,  biit 
she  was  finally  restored  to  her  pos- 
ition by  her  manly  conduct  in  the 
matter.  Centre  College  (K\\), 
which  is  not  even  a  member  of  the 
Association,  has  been  black-listed 
for  over  a  year,  and  not  wit  hstand 
ing  her  loud  talk,  she  could  n  t  gel 
but  one  college  in  Kentucky  to 
play  footh  ill  with  her  last  fall. 
She  had  to  go  north  of  the  Ohio 
River  for  nearly  eyery  one  of  her 
games.  Besides  these  instance 
among  the  colleges,  a  number  ol 
individual  players  have  been  l'l  a  il- 
e.l  over  the  coals." 

The  ollicials  of  the  Association, 
we  are  satislicd,  try  to  discharge 
their  duties  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially. They  are  especially  pro- 
nounced against  any  kind  of  pro- 
fessionalism. They  think  that  it 
is  wrong  to  bring  a  man  or  men 
into  an  institution  simply  to  play 
on  a  team,  whether  such  are  paid 
for  their  services  or  not.  They  do 
not  represent  the  college,  they  are 
inattentive  as  a  rule  to  their  col- 
lege duties,  and  their  presence  and 
example  in  the  college  body  are 
not  productive  of  good  to  study  or 
athletics.  Ol  course  such  men  are 
brought  into  college  as  bona-fide 
students,  and  unless  professional- 
ism can  be  proved  against  them,  it 
is  difficult  to  prevent  their  playing. 
Fortunately  many  oft  he  colleges 
of  the  Association  have  rules,  pass- 
ed by  their  faculties,  which  pro- 
hibit students  from  taking  part-in 


inter-collegiate  contests  when  they 
are  deficient  in  any  of  their  studies. 
Such  rules  strike  directly  at  the  evil 
depicted  above. 

The  trouble  about  the  whole 
matter  is  that  the  undergraduate 
athletic  conscience  is  blunted  by 
the  ever  present  detnaad  of  heating 
the  other  college.  Everything  must 
be  Sacrificed  to  the  hope  of  suc- 
cess, and  no  money  or  pains  must 
be  spared  to  bring  out  a  team  that 
wr+f  defeat  all  opponents.  All  the 
best  purposes  of  athletics  are  subor- 
dinated to  the  mad  desire  of  win- 


ning all  the  games  scheduled.  A 
sport  is  not  entered  into  for  its  own 
sake  or  for  the  sake  of  exercise,  but 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
ahead  of  some  opponent.  There  I 
is  no  other  feature  in  the  present 
condition  of  college  athletics  at  the 
South  that  is  more  deplorable  than 
this,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  I 
students  will  wake  up  to  the  fact 
thai  the  feature  of  athletics  is  seri- 
ously threatened.  -  Enless  definite 
improvement  in  t  his  respect  is  made, 
there  is  110  doubt  that  college  au- 
thorities everywhere  will  take  meas- 
ures towards  prohibiting  inlcr-eol- 
legrate  games  entirely.

Concerning  Examinations. 

Noting  in  some  of  the  exchanges 
that  come  to  our  table,  that  a  simi- 
lar movement  is  bein^  made  at  our 
sister  colleges,  we  think  that  it  isja 
convenient  elevators  to  lift  him 
fitting  time  to  agitate  the  question 
of  doing  away  with  examinations 
in  our  own  institution. 

In  looking  at  the  matter,  we  en- 
counter the' question,  Why  are  they 
beneficial?    About  the  only  answer 
one  receives  to  this  question  is  that 
they  enable  a  professor  to  judge  of 
;t  student's  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject which  he  is    pursuing.  Now 
to  all  who  are  acquainted    with  a 
boy's  "boning"  capacity,  the  falla- 
cy of  this  theory  is  plainly  evident. 
There  are  many  students  in  college 
right  now  who  do    not  presume  to 
even  read  over  many  of  their  sub- 
jects until  just  before  examination, 
when,  after  getting  necessary  notes 
and  "pointers"  from  their  more  in- 
dustrious brothers,  they  sit   up  all 
night  and    manage  to    stow  away 
temporarily  enough    knowledge  ot 
the  subject  to    often  get  excellent 
grades.    Now,  is  this  sort  of  learn- 
ing beneficial  ?     Is    this    the  kind 
that  is  assimilated  and  ready  for 
use      at    any    future    time?  Ts 
the  mental  structure  of  the  brain 
materially  stengthened  or  the  reas- 
oning  faculties   developed?  No, 
most  emphatically  no,  for  as  physi- 
ology teaches  us  that  imperfect  di- 
gestion   invariably     results  from 
large  quantities  of  food  huriredly 
swallowed,  so    psychology  relates 
the  same  principle  as  to  our  organs 
of  thought. 

Now,  if  a  student  can  tempora- 
rily "cram"  the  tissues  of  his  brain 
and  succeeds  in  passing  a  successful 
examination,  is  this  a  fair  test  of 
his  knowledge,  and  by  knowledge 
we  mean  thorough  grasp  and  coin- 
prehension. 

It  is  plainly  evident  then,  that 
examinations  not  only  fail  to  ac- 
complish the  purpose  intended, 
but,  in  addition  are  partial  or  one- 
sided in  their  action. 

It  is  argued  that  if  a  man  is  a 
good  student  and  thoroughly  pre- 
pares for  his  daily  recitations,  no 
extra  work  will  he  required  in  pre- 
paring for  a  term  examination. 
Hut  no  statement  is  more  erroneous 
than  this,  as  every  first-honor  man 
in  college  will  tell  you,  because  of 
the  number  of  "catch"  questions 
on  unimportant,  obscure  topics 
that  are  given  in  nearly  all  of  our 
examinations.  Thus  it  is  that  the 
ambitious  student  has  to  really  ex- 
ert more  effort  than  his  less  aspir- 
ing classmate,  for  although  he 
may  be  well  informed  on  the  essen- 
tial, vital  points  of  a  subject,  yet 
he  must  sit  up  all  the  night  betore 
the  examination  and  search  out  the 
little  things  to  which  scarcely  no 
attention  was  paid  in  recitation, 
but  which  are  so  popular  on  the 
mimeographed  question  list. 

To  sum  up,  term  examinations 
are  institutions  that  jeopardize  the 
good  recitation  grades  of  a  hard 
working  student,  and  necessitate  a 
trying  mental  and  physical  ordeal 
in  order  to  keep  from  being  depriv- 
ed of  what  he  has  already  earned, 
having  everything  to  lose  and  noth- 
ing to  gain.  On  the  other  hand, 
for  the  lagging  student  they  are 
rom  the  depths  of  failure  to  a  pos- 
sible pass,  having  everything  to 
gain  and  nothing  to  lose. 

Then  why  cannot  the  system  be 


'  amended  so  as  to  act  impartially 
and  also  serve  as  a  stimulant  for 
harder  work  during  the  term. 
That  is,  adopt  a  certain  average, 
say  eighty-five  or  ninety  per  cent, 
and  all  students  whose  daily  grade 
equal  or  exceeds  this,  will  be  ex- 
emptfrom  term  examinations,  all 
others  being  required  to  stand. 

If  this  plan  was  adopted  I  be- 
lieve that  the  amount  of  studying 
done  by  the  different  individuals 
would  be  trebly  increased  ;  their 
knowledge  or  learning  would  be  of 
the  highest,  most  permanent  type, 
as  the  pernicious  system  of  "cram- 
ming" would  not  be  depended 
upon  ;  the  severe  nervous  strain, 
incident  to  examinations,  could  be 

• 

avoided  by  honest  application  to 
study  during  the  term  ;  and,  in  con- 
clusion the  faculty  would  not  only 
have  the  satisfaction  of  having  ex- 
cellent recitations,  but  would  be 
relieved  of  a  large  part  of  the  labor 
of  grading  papers,  etc.,  which  per- 
tains to  examinations.
